MEDICAL JOURNALS AND COM- 
MERCIALISM. 

The question of paramount import- 
ance to medical journalists of today is 
how to dispose of the reading notice. 
This subject is one which bobs up at 
every meeting of editors and publishers, 
only to be tabled and rest until the next 
session. Yet, it is one easy of solution 
if editors and publishers will get to- 
gether and decide upon a plan of action. 
Ir is conceded that every good medical 
journal must contain advertisements, 
and the men who pay the bills are en- 
titled to certain rights and privileges. 
To what extent these privileges should 
be extended is a question for discus- 
sion. If an ethical preparation of value 
is advertised in a journal, it certainly 
cannot be considered inconsistent if 



mention is made of the results obtained 
from an exhibition of this remedy in 
cases where it is indicated. The priv- 
ilege is very apt to be abused, however, 
and I take pleasure in quoting an edi- 
torial by Dr. Georg^e H. Simmons, 
in the "Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association," emphasizing the im- 
portance of a joint meeting of medical 
advertisers and publishers in Colum- 
bus: 

**That physicians must rely upon 
medical journals to keep them informed 
of, and in touch with, th€ progress that 
is being made in the various branches 
of the medical sciences, needs only to 
be stated to be accepted as a fact. And 
when physicians can not accept what 
appears in the scientific pages of their 
journals as legitimate information, 
without being compelled to examine 
every article to see if it bears the ear- 
marks of an advertisement before they 
can accept it as reliable, then indeed 
it is about time to call a halt and ask 
"where are we at?" Journals have two 
sources of income: their advertising 
pages and their subscription lists. A 
very few — and these of a special char- 
acter — are able to exist on what they 
receive from their subscribers only. The 
majority must also depend upon their 
advertising pages. On the other hand, 
a certain class — the *sa.mple copy' va- 
riety — exists on what is obtained from 
advertisers. This class is becoming 
more and more in evidence, and, sad 
to relate, seems to thrive much better 
than the other kind. Legitimate adver- 
tising is a good thing. The funds ob- 
tained from it are making it possible 
to publish scientific matter at a small 
price, which could not otherwise be 
done; and at the same time it keeps 
the reader informed of advances being 
made in pharmacy, of new books, new 
instruments, etc. But there has devel- 
oped another method of advertising 
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which, to put it mildly, is a disgrace 
to the journals which permit it — that 
of publishing as scientific articles those 
which are written solely and only for 
advertising purposes. This has reach- 
ed such a point that soon the question 
must be answered: Shall the reading 
pages of our' journals be controlled by 
commercialism, and be subservient to 
advertisers, or shall they be kept for 
legitimate purposes? If the American 
Medical Editors' Association and the 
Medical Publishers' Association, which 
we understand are to hold a joint meet- 
ing at Columbus in June, will meet this 
question squarely, and put an ehd to 
such a dishonest system, which can be 
done, it will show that the existence of 
these associations has not been in vain."

Moody has an anecdote that will 
serve to show why it is that the per- 
nicious advertising of quackery thrives 
so well in the so-called religious jour- 
nals, namely, that "sick sheep" will 
heed the call of anybody. "Once upon 
a time a tourist was journeying through 
the Holy Land, and heard that there 



was a shepherd who still kept up the 
custom of calling his sheep by name. 
He went to the man and said: 'Let me 
put on your clothes, and take your 
crook, and I will call them and see if 
they will come to me.' And so he did, 
and he called one sheep, *Mina, Mina,' 
but the whole flock ran away. Then 
he said to the shepherd: 'Will none of 
them follow me when I call them?' The 
shepherd replied: 'Yes, sir, some of 
them will; the sick sheep will follow 
anybody.' " And blessed be those who, 
seeing the neril that awaits the sick 
sheep, and all other feeble folk, will 
refuse to allow the loud-shouting quack 
to shout through the columns of their 
newspapers.

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S BOOKS AND AUTHORS 

The Sexual Instinct; Its Use and Dan- 
gers as Affecting Heredity and Morals. 
By James Foster Scott, B. A. (Yale Uni- 
versity), M. D., C. M. (Edinburgh Univer- 
sity); Late Obstetrician to Columbia Hos- 
pital for Women and Lying-in Asylum, 
Washington, D. C, etc. Octavo, pp. 436. 
New York; E. B. Treat & Co. 1899. Price, 
$2.00. 

This excellent work covers the deli- 
cate ground thoroughly and yet circum- 
spectly. That its author has made a 
careful study of the subject there can 
be no doubt. It will certainly have the 
effect of bringing the physician into 
closer touch with his patients, teaching 
him his duty in doubtful cases. The 
Medical Record, New York, says: 
*'The matter is handled fearlessly and 
in a straightforward manner, which 
must appeal to all lovers of truth. 
Those who have to do with the rearing 
of children, whether in the capacity of 
parent, teacher, or physician, will find 
much to aid and encourage them in 
dealing with delicate matters relating 
to sexual life. It can be considered a 
properly written book for either physi- 
cian or lay reader." 

F. Tennyson Neely will shortly issue 
*The Mark Twain Story Book, with a 
biographical sketch of Mark Twain," 
by Will M. Clemens. This is the sec- 
ond of a series of volumes, edited by 
Mr. Clemens, the first of which, "The 
Depew Story Book," was issued a few 
weeks ago and is already in its third 
edition. 

Gerrish's forthcoming Anatomy by 
American Authors promises to be the 
work for which teachers and students 
have long been looking. Its editor. 
Prof. F. H. Gerrish, of Portland, has 
selected as his fellow-contributors lead- 
ing anatomists throughout the country, 
wisely restricting their number to ac- 
cord with the best division of the sub- 
ject, gaining thereby unity in result 
joined with the highest authority. The 
list includes Professors Bevan of Rush 
in Chicago, Keiller of the University of 
Texas, McMurrich of the University of 
Michigan, Stewart of the University- 
Bellevue College in New York, Wool- 



sey of Cornell Medical College likewise 
in New York, and Gerrish himself, who 
is not only editor but perhaps the larg- 
est contributor. The plan of the work 
judiciously avoids the unimportant and 
exceptional, reserving its space for 
those portions of anatomical knowledge 
which are necessary to the intelligent 
study of physiology, surgery and inter- 
nal medicine. The authors have en- 
deavored to stand in the place of a liv- 
ing teacher to the student, selecting 
such portions as will be of actual ser- 
vice to the pupil in his study and to 
the practitioner in his subsequent clini- 
cal work, clarifying obscurities, giving 
most help in the most difficult parts, 
and illustrating everything by all avail- 
able methods. Pictorially Gerrish's An- 
atomy will be by far the most lavish 
work ever offered on a subject which 
can already boast of many elaborately 
illustrated text-books. Th€ engravings 
number about one thousand, their size 
is large enough to make visible every 
detail, colors have been employed more 
liberally than ever before, and lastly the 
labels of the parts have been conspicu- 
ously engraved upon them whereby a 
glance gives not only their names, but 
also their position, extent and relations, 
obviating entirely the slow, toilsome 
and wasteful mental processes necessi- 
tated where only reference letters are 
employed. In an early issue a review 
of the book itself will appear. 

The March number of the Cosmopol- 
itan* was certainly a triumph of modern 
magazine printing, and illustrates one 
of the things made possible by its im- 
mense circulation. This excellent issue 
contained no less than 133 illustrations, 
and I am told that the cost of a single 
series— the History of Mohammed, of 
which six drawings appeared in this 
number, exceeded $4,000. When it is 
considered that the Cosmopolitan is 
sold at ten cents a copy, the results of 
a large circulation and a generous ad- 
vertising patronage are made the more 
apparent. 

"Publicity," a newsy little monthly 
devoted to advertising, edited by Ernest 
Morison, is doing good work along the 
line of educating the English advertiser 
in American methods. Published by 
Morison's Advertising Agency, Hull, 
England. Fifty cents per year.

Mr. Gibbs 
joined the Medical Press Club at its last 
meeting, and is enthusiastic for the 
World's Fair in St. Louis. 

Dr. Henry Waldo Coe, editor of the 
Medical Sentinel, has returned from an 
extended European trip, during which 
he made a special study of sanitarium 
methods and care of the insane. Dr. 
Coe visited nearly all the principal cities 
in England, Ireland, Italy and France, 
making also a brief trip into Spain. 

The Medical Standard, of Chicago, 
continues to print a society calendar, 
which is so full of inaccuracies as to 
make it a most unreliable guide. In a 
previous issue of the "Journalist" I 
called attention to this calendar, and I 
sincerely hope the editor will make 
corrections or omit it from his columns. 
The calendar which appears in this 
issue of the "Journalist" has been cor- 
rected up to date of going to press, and 
may be depended upon as absolutely 
reliable. Medical editoi;s are welcome 
to use the data contained therein and 
it certainly would seem that there can 
be no excuse for misleading your read- 
ers on so important a matter as the date 
of a society meeting.

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OTITIS.

Abstract from The Alkaloidal Clinic 

of Chicago for January, 1899. 

The more I see pi chronic suppura- 
tive inflammation of the ear, the more 
convinced do I become that the element 
of chronicity is due to lack of thorough- 
ness in treatment. The method of pro- 
cedure mapped out below will not suc- 
ceed in cases where necrosis has occur- 
red, but in all others it will reduce the 
duration of treatment from months and 
weeks to days. 

The patient is placed upon the side 
with the affected ear up. The concha 
is filled with Marchand's Hydrozone, 
which is allowed to remain until it be- 
comes heated by contact with the skin, 
when, by tilting the auricle, the fluid is 
poured gently into the external canal. 
The froth resulting from the efferves- 
cence is removed with absorbent cotton 
from time to time and more Hydrozone 
added. This is kept up until all bub- 
bling ceases. The patient will hear the 
noise even after the effervescence ceases 
to be visible to the eye. 

Closing the external canal by gentle 
pressure upon the tragus forces the fluid 
w€ll into the middle ear, and in some 
instances will carrv it through the Eus- 
tachian tube into the throat. When ef- 
fervescence has ceased the canal should 
be dried with absorbent cotton twisted 
on a probe and a small amount of pul- 
verized boracic acid insufflated. 

The time necessary for the thorough 
cleansing of a suppurating ear will vary 
from a few minutes to above an hour, 
but if done with the proper care it does 
not have to be repeated in many cases. 
However, the patient should be seen 
daily and the Hydrozone used until the 
desired result is obtained. 

In children and some adults the Hy- 
drozone causes pain, which can be ob- 
viated by previousb*^ instilling a few 
drops of a warm solution of cocaine hy- 
drochloride. In this note it has been 
the intention to treat suppuration of the 
ear rather as a symptom and from the 
standpoint of the general practitioner.
